Roger Mandle, Director of The Toledo Museum of Art, will give the final 
lecture in The Cleveland Museum of Art's free lecture series on Ohio art 
museums on Wednesday, December 9, at 5:^5 pm in the Recital Hall of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art.

The Toledo Museum of Art, established in I 9 OI, exhibits works from every 
period and culture, from ancient Egyptian to 20th-century American. It is 
renowned for its collections of ancient Greek vases, European and American 
paintings, and decorative arts, and for its extensive holdings of glass from 
ancient through modern times.

The Toledo Museum of Art: Dynamism, Vision, and Quality 

Roger Handle, Director 

The Toledo Museum of Art was established in 1901 by a group of Toledo citizens 
led by Edward Drummond Libbey, founder of Toledo's glass industry. Libbey provided 
major funding for the Museum building, a neoclassical structure designed by Buffalo 
architect Edward B. Green, which was begun in 1912 and completed in 1933. The 
Libbey bequest has also been the principal source of funds for art purchases. 

The Museum is internationally recognized for the quality of its collections, 
which chronicle the history of art from ancient Egypt to the 20th century. 

Especially renowned are the collections of ancient Greek vases, European and 
American paintings, and European decorative arts and furniture, some displayed 
in period rooms. The Museum also has one of the most extensive collections of 
glass in America. The finest pieces are exhibited in chronological order in 
galleries which trace the development of glass from about 2,000 B.C. to the present. 
A pioneer in the field of art education, the Museum offers many programs for adults 
and young people, as well as university courses in art, art history, and art 
education. 

Roger Handle has been with The Toledo Museum of Art since 1974, first as 
associate director, and since 1977 as director. He had previously served as 
associate director of The Minneapolis Institute of Arts. A native of New Jersey, 
he graduated from Williams College and received his M.A. from New York University. 

He writes and lectures frequently on the public and professional concerns of 
museums and on 18th-century Dutch art, his particular field of interest. Among 
the exhibitions he has organized are El Greco of Toledo (1982), Masterpieces of 
Dutch Silver (1977), and Masterpieces of Eighteenth-Century Dutch Art (1971).
